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DUNCAN,  Feb.  22  —  Exhausted  and 
half  crazed  by  privation,  Albert  Sock- 
et!, who  with  his  companion,  Charlie 
Allard,  had  been  missing  In  the  snow- 
bound hills  near  hero  for  the  past 
ten  days,  was  found  late  yesterday 
afternoon.  When  picked  up  by  Albert 
Holman  and  Peter  Iloudot  he  was 
crawling  on  his  hands  and  knees  In 
the  snow,  three  miles  from  Jones' 
Cabin,  near  Mount  Provost,  about  six 
miles  from  Duncan. 

The  search  party  which  has  been 
combing  the  woods  for  the  two  men 
ever  since  Sunday  brought  Soekett  to 
Duncan  todny.  and  this  evening  he 
wtis  reported  to  be  doing  well  at  the 
general   hospital  here. 

Allard  is  still  missing,  and  tomor- 
row morning  as  large  a  party  M  pos- 
sible will  be  organized  by  the  Pro- 
vincial and  municipal  authorities  for 
a  final  search  for  him.  Allard  Is  an 
experienced  woodsman  and  knows 
the  trails,  but  the  snowfall  has  ob- 
literated them.  His  home  is  at  8om- 
enos.  Soekett,  who  is  45  years  of 
age.  lived  formerly  In  Calgary,  and 
was  not  familiar  with  the  hill  coun- 
try of  the  Cowichan  district. 

After  being  exposed  for  nine  days 
to  the  bitterly  cold  weather,  without 
food,  blankets  or  matches  with  which 
to  light  a  fire.  Soekett  lives  to  tell  of 
his  experience,  hut  in  his  present  con- 
dition he  Is  unable  to  give  a  con- 
nected utory.  Probably  by  tomorrow 
he  will  bo  able  to  telT  more  of  bis 
adventure.  When  he  waa  found  yes- 
terday his  feet  were  froeea. 

Soekett  and  Allard  left  Duncan  for 
tho  hills  to  hunt  cougars  on  Tuesday. 
February  18.  According  to  Socketts 
narrative,  told  In  halting  sememes, 
they  spotted  the  tracks  of  a  cougar 
und  followed  them.  Then  the  anow 
came.  Allard,  who  was  In  the  lead, 
cnrrled  the  grub,  matches  and  a 
hat.het. 

"Guess  we  better  go  hack."  Allard 
told  Soekett.  "Try  to  follow  me  aa 
well  as  you  can." 

Soekett  did  his  best,  but  he  could 
not  keep  up  the  fast  pace  set  by  his 
guide.  The  snow  became  rapidly 
deeper.  Soekett  lost  sight  of  Allard 
and  .ould  not  see  his  footprints, 
either.  When  darkness  name  on  he 
groPCd  about  blindly,  unable  to  see 
his  way.  He  spent  two  nights  In  ft 
hollow  cedar  tree.  A  search  party 
passed  him  SO  yards  away  yesterday 
without  his  knowledge. 

There  were  ihree  dogs  with  the 
little  party— -a  hound  and  two  Aire- 
dales. One  of  the  Airedales  re- 
turned on  Monday.  The  others  are 
apparently  still  with  their  master.

Ills  exact  age  la  unknown,  hut  he  In 
helleved  lo  have  been  nearer  100 
than  90. 

Khiima.  na  ruler  of  the  Itainang- 
wate  tribe,  became  h  Christian  when 
a  young  man.  and  throughout  big  long 
life  was  largely  Jnfluciind  by  Kng- 
lieh  mHslonariea.  An  a  hoy  of  12 
years,  he  met  David  LitlllgMOiM  while 
that  great  missionary-explorer  wns 
nialtlug  tils  first  Journey  In  t'enlral 
Afrlra.  After  coming  to  the  throne, 
King  Khama  decided  to  suppress 
alcoholic  liquors.  He  forbade  the 
sale  of  this  heverage,  and  decreed 
that  no  foreign  spirits  might  be  im- 
ported Into  his  tribe.  These  efforts 
were  not  entirely  successful,  for  the 
king  waa  obliged  to  contend  almost 
continually  with  bootleggurs.  The 
white  settlera  especially  '  caused 
trouble,  and,  Incensed  by  their  de- 
fiance of  his  repeated  warnings,  King 
Khama  finally  banished  them  from 
his  kingdom. 

Early  In  his  reign,  Khama  pro- 
claimed religious  freedom  for 
heathens  and  Christians  alih<<,  and 
under  the  Influence  of  the  mission- 
aries he  introduced  many  reforms, 
abolishing  witchcraft  and  the  prac- 
tices of  selling  women  as  cattle  and 
burying  live  babies  with  dead  moth- 
ers. While  Khama  wat  still  a  young 
man.  I  ho  Matabele  tribe,  under  the 
notorious  I<obencula.  conquered  him 

and  enslaved  his  |  pie     Uiter,  how- 

e\i-r.  the  Damangwates,  under 
KhsVaUl'U  leadership,  regained  their 
Independence,  and  since  that  time 
have  waxed  strong  and  prosperous, 
until  they  now  total  35,000.  Khama 
was  always  friendly  to  the  KiiKhsh, 
and  visited  Queen  Victoria  In  l,nn-

Tho  rest  of  the  German  divisions 
were  already  streaming  south  and 
west  ~|n  hot  pursuit,  and  hoped  for 
interception  of  the  Helgiun  urmy.  But 
u  surprise  awaited  them. 

On  me  night  of  the  1th  tho  Ger- 
man fortes  who  had  croseed  the  Den- 
der  River  had  come  In  contact  with 
French  Fusiliers  Marines  at  Melle 
and  Meirelbeke,  and  durlntr  the  10th 
they  found  themselves  in  presence  of 
Hrltish  regulsr  troops  of  unknown 
strength,  whose  patrols  were  feeling 
their  way  forward  southeast  from 
Ohcnt  to  meet  them.  The  7th  Dlv- 
slon  itnd  the  3rd  Cavalry  Division  hsd 
oomo  upon  the  scene  in  accordance 
with  the  fourth  condition  of  the 
A nglo- B.-lgiii n  agreement  of  October 
4.  The  British.  French,  and  Belgisn 
forces  from  Ghent  thus  threatened 
the  left  flftn|<  of  any  serious  German 
cuttlng-off  movement  northwards  to 
the  Dutch  frontier. 

Uncc i  lain  of  the  idzc  of  the  army 
by  which  they  were  confronted,  and 
p  ystifled  by  the  Indefinite  possibili- 
ties of  landing  froin  ths  sua,  the  Ger- 
mans paused  to  collect  their  strength.

And  In  front  of  this  for- 
midable srmf  there  Blood,  from  on.,, 
ber  10  to  October  21.  only  the 


led  Belgians,  the  Fusiliers.  Marines, 
and  the  3rd  Cavalry  and  7th  British 
divisions  (cslled  4th  corps).  Th< 
caution  of  the  German  advance  may, 
porhaps.  have  been  Induced  by  their 
uncertainty  as  to  the  whereshouts 
and  intentions  of  the  Hrltish  army, 
und  their  fear  that  It  might  be 
launched  against  their  right  from  the 
sea  flank.  But,  however  explained, 
tho  fact  remains,  and  to  It  we  owe 
iho  victory  of  the  Yser  and  over- 
glorious  Ypres. 

A  simple  examination  of  dates  will 
reveal  the  magnitude  of  the  peril 
which  the  Allied  cause  escaped.  Ant- 
wtrip  fell  twenty-four  hours  after  tho 
last  division  of  the  Belgian  field 
army  left  the.  city.  Ihtd  this  taken 
place  on  October  3  or  4.  the  city- 
would  have  surrendered  on  the  4th 
or  6th.  No  Brltllh  4th  t'orps  or  Fusi- 
Hera  or  Marines  would  have  been  at 
Ohent  to  cover  the  Belgian  retreat. 
Cut  assuming  that  tho  Belgian  army 
had  made  thin  good  unaided,  the 
same  mnrches  would  have  carried 
them  and  their  German  pursuers  to 
the  Yser  by  tho  10th.  There  would 
huvo  beei^nothlng  at  all  in  front  of 
Ypres.  Sir  John  French  could  not 
come  Into  action  north  of  Armen- 
t  lores  till  the.  15th.  His  detrain- 
menta  at  St.  Omar.  etc..  were  not 
completed  till  the  19th.  Mr  Douglas 
Halg,  with  the  1st  Corps,  could  not 
come  Into  line  north  of  Ypres  UH 
about  the  21st?  Had  the  German 
Sleffe  Army  been  released  on  the  6th. 
and  followed  by  their  great  reinforce- 
ments alreudy  detraining  and  assem- 
I  iing.  at  once  rolled  forward,  nothing 
could  ha.ve  saved  Dunkirk,  and  per- 
haps Calais  and  Boulogne.  Ten  dsys 
were  wanted,  and  ten  days  were  won. 

We  had  now  without  respite  to 
meet  the  greet  German  drive  against 
the  Chsnnel  ports. 

We  set  to  work  forthwith  lo  sup- 
port the-  Allied  left  flank.  I  en- 
trusted this  operation,  which  re- 
quired an  officer  of  first  quality,  to 
Admiral  Hood,  till  then  my  naval 
secretary.  He  was  now  oppolntcd  to 
the  Dover  command,  while  I  took  in 
his  stesd  Admiral  Oliver.—  On  the 
18th  the  three  e-x-Rraslllan  monitors, 
renamed  Humber,  Mersey  and  Severn, 
escaped  by  four  destroyers,  arrived  at 
Dunkirk,  and  the  memorable  serle« 
of  naval  operations  on  the  Belgian 
coast  began. 

Devoured  by  War 

a 

Front  October  onwards  the  German 
hosts  could  look  upon  salt  water. 
First,  Zeebrugge  was  occupied,  then 
tistend,  then  mile  by  mile  the  sand- 
(Iiiiicm  and  golf  courses  and  gay  villas 
of  that  pleaaure  coast  were  devoured 
In  invading  war.  In  his  llrst  contact 
with  the  new  element  the  land  mon- 
ster committed  several  Imprudence*. 
Ai-purenlly  contemptuous  of  the 
power  of  ships'  guns,  he  deployed 
batteries  of  artillery  on  the  open 
4af  iich,  and  opened  fire  on  our  scouts 
and  destroyers.

Sir 
John  French  wrote  to  me  October 
21.  a  letter  that  contained  some  kind 
words  about  Antwerp.

I  am  touched  and  honore.l  by  the 
kindness  of  your  letter  written  from 
the  fleld  of  Armenileres.  It  wsa  a 
disappointment  to  have  to  give  up 
my  visit,  but  the  press  of  events  here 
was  decisive. 

Antwerp  was  a  bitter  blow  to  me. 
end  some  aspects  of  It  have  given  a 
handle  to  my  enemies,  and  p'rhaps 
for  a  time  reduced  my  power  to  be 
useful.  From  minute  to  minute  one 
does  not  know  that  some  flits  ship 
w  III  not  be  blown  up  by  mine-  or  sub- 
marine. Great  good  fortune  has  at- 
tended us  so  far.

STEEL  MAGNATE  GIVES 
VIEWS' ON  REPARATIONS 

LONDON.  Feb.  22. — Settlement  of 
the  British  debt  to  the  United  8tates 
marks  the  greatest  piece  of  conatruc- 
tlve  international  achievement  In 
modern  hletory  and  will  Inevitably 
have  a  far-reaching  effect  In  stabiliz- 
ing European  economics,  declared 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Schwab  today. 

The  straightforwardness  which 
characterized  the  debt  negotiations, 
he  added,  demonstrated  the  aoltibltlty 
of  the  German  reparations  problem  If 
only  the  statesmen  would  really  get 
together  and  deal  with  the  matter 
along  bualness  lines.  Emphasizing 
that  he  was  speaking  purely  as  a 
business  mnn.  Mr  Schwab  briefly  out- 
lined a  plan  which.  In  his  opinion 
would  solve  the  reparations  trouble. 

The  first  step  would  be  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  small  International 
commission  of  disinterested  economic 
experts  who  would  go  Into  Oermanv 
and  there  determine  what  the  coun- 
try could  pay.

every  other  one.    The  School  Bond, 
therefore,   must   not  object   if  it  u 
Mtnm.lr  l  that  the  chief  triticism  to 
vbuh  it  is  subjected  h  due  to  the 
stubborn    attitude    of    some    of  Itl 
members  against  the  introduction  of 
certain  economies  which  we  believe 
are  demanded    by    public  opinion. 
What  it  can  do.  however,  is  to  hold 
a  referendum  on  the  subject  of  the 
teaching  of  so-called  "frills"  in  the 
schools  and  abide    by   the  results. 
That   will  be  a  means  of  prov.ng 
whether  or  not  the  attitude  of  the 
School  Board  is  being  misrepresented. 

In  plain  language,  the  School  Board 
owes  a  duty  to  the  taxpayers  to  play 
its  part  in  the  policy  of  municipal 
economy  which  it  so  essential  at 
the  present  time.  We  do  not  doubt, 
however  stubborn  some  of  its  mem- 
bers may  be  on  certain  phases  of 
school  work,  that  they  are  honest  in 
their  intentions  and  in  their  theories 
regarding  education,  but  it  is  con- 
dition* and  not  theories  with  which 
we  are  confronted.  The  willingness 
and  the  ability  of  the  people  to  pay 
for  any  public  service  must,  in  the 
long  run.  determine  the  nature  of 
that  service,  if«  scope  and  character- 
istics. There  are  many  phases  <>f 
education  which  haye  involved  very 
heavy  expenditures  rVotn  the  public 
purse  upon  which  the  public  have 
never  been  consulted.  If  we  are  (6 
mrry  the  theory  of  democratic  gov- 
ernment to  its  ultimate  conclusions  it 
resolves  itself  into  a  question  of  self 
determination  em  the  issues  of  policy. 
This  may,  upon  occasion,  inure  to  the 
detriment  of  the  State,  but  the  people 
can   only  learn   by  experience. 

The  School  Board,  if  it  wishes  to 
be  dogmatic,  can  maintain  the  heavy 
educational  expenditures  and  can 
even  increase  them  at  its  own  will 
and  pleasure.  Under  our  Provincial 
legislation,  with  certain  minor  re- 
strictions, it  is  a  law  unto  itseli'.  The 
people's  only  safeguard  lies  in  the 
personnel  they  select.  The  School 
Board  has  not  the  right  to  levy  taxes, 
but  it  lias  the  authority  to  demand 
what,  it  think .  neces-ary  from  the 
public  purse  fey  routine  expenditures. 
The  taxpayers  in  this  respect  are  at 
its  mercy,  and  if  members  of  the 
School  Board  will  not  recognize  the 
difficulties  now  attending  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  it  means  that  vthey 
refuse  to  base  educational  expendi- 
tures on  the  economic  needs  of  the 
tune.  Ultimately  it  is  Inevitable  that 
they  will  come  to  see  the  li.lit  of 
reason.  It  should  be  their  duty  to 
cultivate,  in  the  most  carciul  way, 
the  maintenance  of  public  sanction 
for  is  good  a  itatt  ftdacationoi  system 
as  can  be  devised.  At  the  moment 
certain  definite  efforts  at  retrench 
ment  in  the  expenditures  incurred 
should  l>e  entertained  and  put  into 
effect.  That  is  the  crux  of  the  situa- 
1  ion  The  people  are  restless  and  dis- 
contented under  the  burden  ot  muni- 
cipal taxation.  Then  look  to  those 
whom  tjjey  have  elected  tn  bring 
about  what  are  considered  essential 
economics.

IN   ANCIENT  CHINA 

Modern  scientists  are  inclined  to 
dispute  the  longevity  of  many  who 
lived  in  the  pre-Christian  era.  We 
read,  however,  that  Fu  Hi.  the 
founder  of  the  Chinese  Empire, 
reigned  for  115  years,  while  his  suC*4 
cessor  to  the  throne,  Shen  Hung, 
held  power  for  140  years.  The  com- 
bined reigns  of  these  two  monarchs 
occupied  the  period  from  295.1  B.C. 
to  2698  B.C.  It  was  the  latter  mon- 
arch  who  first  became  seized  with  the 
desirability  of  co-operation  in  the 
agricultural  industry.  Not  only  did 
he  teach  his  people  agriculture,  but 
he  established  fairs  for  the  sale  of 
aKriculiural  produce.  Under  Hwang 
Ti,  the  suueceeding  Emperor,  who 
reigned  for  exactly  a  century,  many 
useful  arts  had  their  origin  in  China, 
and  among  others  tho*e  that  were  en- 
couraged «ii)u  QCVClopcd  were  wood- 
working,  canoe  building,  the  making 
of  pottery,  ol  bows  and  arrows,  the 
construction  Qf  carriages  and  the 
rearing  of  th<  silk  worm  and  the 
manufacture  of  .silk 

Some  .evidences  of  the  advances 
made  in  the  direction  of  civilisation 
by  the  Chinese  at  an  early  era  art- 
found  in  their  history.  In  the  reign 
"I  Ihw  i  i  !  I,  \  I  i  i,,  \(.A  \  I)  to 
manufacture  of  paper  was  originated. 
Before  that  invention  people  wrote  on 
strips  of  bambco  It  was  during  the 
Eastern  Han  Dynasty  (25  A.D.  to 
220  A.D.)  that  the  golden  age  of 
literature  in  China  developed,  and  that 
a«c  is  still  gloried  in  by  the  nation. 
The  first  part  of  the  T  ang  Dynasty 
(020  A.D.  to  907  A.D.)  was  signalized 
by  the  invention  of  the  art  of  printing 
from  blocks.  The  theatrical  art,  too, 
tame  into  prominence  at  that  time. 
•  Volume,  illicit  be  wirtten  on  the 
civilization  of  ancient  China  and 
what  was  accomplished  by  creative 
genius  in  that  country  long  before 
the  inventions  became  known  to  the 
rest  of  the  world.  Back  beyond  3,000 
B.C.  in  Yew  Ch'ao's  time,  when 
people  lived  in  caves  and  clothed 
their  loins  with  the  skins  of  animals, 
that  ruler  taught  them  to  build  huts 
of  wood  or  boughs  of  trees,  and  dis- 
covered the  methods  of  producing  tire 
by  rubbing  together  two  pieces  of 
wood.  There  was  no  mode  of  writing 
in  those  days,  but  Yew  Chao  made 
knots  in  cords  to  serve  as  a  memor- 
andum. Civilization  owes  a  great  deal 
to  the  lessons  of  Chinese  history. 
China  has  forgotten  much  of  value 
in  what  she  knew  in  the  olden  time 
and  other  nations  have  much  still  to 
learn  from  the  records  of  her  pro- 
gress.

Mrs.  Graves,  In  her  report  on  "Na- 
tional Recreation. '•  gave  u  history  of 
ihe  growth  of  the  supervised  play- 
grounds campaign  of  the  Lssfta 
Council  of  Women.  The  committee 
hsd  been  formed  fifteen  yesrs  iiiii. 
The  number  of  parks  In  the  city  had 
rrown  In  the  meantime  from  one  to 
five.

Had  Longfellow   been  naturally  a 
robust  or  forward  spirit,  capable  of 
bearina  heavy  burden,  and  requiring 
jo  be  tamed  by  carrying  them  through 
life    then    it    might    have   been  de- 
sirable for  him  to  have  had  another 
career.

Longfellow's   visits   to  Continental 
Lurop*  left  marked     traces    In  hi* 
poetry.    No  man  of  enitur*  can  pass 
even     from     Great     Britain,  where 
mediaeval   Institutions  are  still  rep- 
resented   by    abbeys    and    castles  in 
ruins  and  by  magnificent  cathedrals 
Into  the  Roman  Catholic  countries  of 
Kuropc.  particularly  Spain  and  Italy 
without  having  his  Interest  Intensely 
excited  by  the  spectacle  of  medlae- 
vnllsm  living  on  there  in  connection 
with  the  church  and  looking  very  life- 
like Indeed   on   high   days  and  holv 
days    in    Its   various    costumes  .nd 
l  ompous  solemnities.

Work  of  army  experts  since  the 
war  has  produced  a  new  bullet  for 
use  In  rifles  and  machine  guns  which 
U 1  expected  to  ndd  enormously  to  the 
effectiveness  of  these  wespons  in  any 
future  conflicts. 

The  new  bullet  is  know  n  as  a  "boat- 
tall"  becauae  of  a  .lx-degree  taper 
at  the  tall  Exhauatlve  teats  by  the 
army  have  shown  that  the  change  In 
shape  has  given  wings  to  th.  bullets 
adding  1.400  yards  to  the  maximum 
rang*  attslned  and  flattening  th*  tra- 
jectory or  arc  of  flight  at  1.000  yarda 
approximately  30  per  cent. 

In  Addition  the  army  experta  have 
worked  out  a  new  Jacket  for  the  bul- 
leta  that  virtually  eliminate*  fouling 
of  gun  barrels.  It  la  a  90  per  cent 
copper  and  10  per  cent  xln<-  composi- 
tion that  leaves  the  rifling  clear  of 
clogging  metal  and  will  Increase  the 
accuracy-llfe  of  the  rifles  and  ma> 
chine  guns.  ,t  also  will  permit  the 
accuracy  of  fire  with  small  arms  to 
be  as  great  In  actual  combat  as  In 
peace  time  target  work. 

Maximum  lUaagr   4.aoo  Yard* 
Tests  at  the  Army  Infantry  Hchool 
have    fixed    the    maximum    range  of 
the  new  bullet  nt  4.X00  yards  •■  com- 
pared  with  3.460  yarda  with  the  pres- 
ent ammunition.  It  also     has  been 
demonstrated  thit    at  600  yards  with 
the  new  ammunition  It  is  possible  to 
put  every  shot  Into  a  circle  the  size 
of  a  teacup,  aa  the  "boat-taH"  bullet 
Is  less  subject  to  wind  current  deflec- 
tion. 

The  army  has  in  reserve  a  vast 
store  of  war-time  rifle  ammunition, 
which  will  be  used  up  before  any  pro- 
ject of  equipping  with  the  new 
"  Model  1822  E"  boat-tall  bullet  am- 
munition la  undertaken.  It  is  ex- 
pected.  however,  that  the  greater  ac- 
curacy of  the  new  ammunition  will 
play  its  part  In  future  international 
rifle  matches.

"With  managements  showing  a 
zeal  to  learn  and  to  aefve,"  Mr.  Km- 
mon*  said,  "with  officials  playing 
fair  and  th*  public  investing  Its 
montiy  In  our  property  and  demand- 
ing a  squar*  deal  for  Its  investment.

"If  th*  public,  including  our  state 
and  city  officials,  will  continue  to  ad- 
here to  the  principles  set  forth  by 
the  Federal  Electric  Railway  Com- 
mission as  zealously  as  the  greater 
part  of  the  industry  is  trying  to  carry 
them  out  the  electric  railway  prob- 
lem will  be  solved. 

"Local  transportation  lias  improved 
as  a  rule  In  proportion  to  the  serious 
adoption  of  these  principles  by  all 
parties  to  the  situation. 

"Improved  public  relations  and 
conditions  in  general  Invariably  have 
followed  frank  dealings  with  the 
publlo  and  the  public  officials. 
Frankness  has  become  widespread; 
three  hundred  companies  today  are 
telling  their  story  by  advertising 
through  the  newspapers,  car  signs, 
booklets  and  speakers;  whereas, 
when  the  Commission  made  its  re- 
port, very  few  companies  were  tak- 
ing the  public  Into  their  confidence 
In  this  way.

"  That  the  managements  themselves 
have  effected  striking  operating 
economies  Is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
in  the  Commission's  report  issued  in 
1920  of  a  group  of  twenty-one  city 
and  interurban  companies,  the  oper- 
ating ratio — that  is  percentage  of 
operating  cost  to  service  was  78.4  per 
cent.  The  operating  ratio  for  the 
year  Just  closed  for  a  similar  group 
of  railways,  with  gross  operating  re- 
venues remaining  practically  con- 
stant, was  72. 4  per  cent. 

"This  reduction  in  operating  ratio 
hna  been  brought  about  almost  en- 
tirely by  a  reduction  which  has  been 
effected  in  operating  expenses  through 
the  following  means:  Use  of  the 
one-man  car;  use  of  tralb-r  cars  anil 
lighter  weight  cars;  In  some  instances 
the  abandonment  of  .  untkrofltable 
lines;  through  improved  routing  and 
rearranging  of  schedules;  through  tho 
use  of  labor-saving  devices,  and 
through  the  more  economical  use 
of  labor  generally. 

"More  new  cars  and  electric  loco- 
motives were  purchased  in  the  year 
1922  than  during  any  year  since  1913, 
the  total  being  almost  three  times 
that  of  the  year  1921.  It  Is  estimated 
that  more  than  $240,000,000  will  b» 
spent  during  the  current  year  for  re- 
constructions and  additions  to  the 
plant  and  equipment  of  electric  rail- 
ways. 

"Either  the  street  railway  service 
must  be  aertously  affected."  Mr  Em- 
mons said,  and  gradually  become 
worse  and  worse  to  such  an  extent 
that  It  may  have  to  be  abandoned  en- 
tirely, as  has  been  done  In  many 
places,  or  the  Jitneys  or  buses  them- 
selves will  have'to  be  abandoned,  or 
co-ordinated  with  the  existing  ser- 
▼lce." 

The  public,  he  continued.  In  most 
communities  Is  doing  Its  part  In  re- 
cognizing that  the  investor  Is  entitled  i 
to  a  fair  return,  on  his  Investment, 
and  does  not  object  to  n  rate  of  fare 
which  will  'protect  the  credit  of  the 
company. 

"Seattle's  municipal  experiment 
thus  far  has  been  a  marked  failure, 
accompanied  by  high  fares  and  con- 
tinued accumulated  deflrlts."  Mr 
Emmons  declared.  "The  last  avail- 
able official  statement  for  the  year* 
tilt,  1920  and  1921  show*  an  ac- 
cumulated deficit  of  fl.S26.SS9.

"Recently  th*  8*attl*  City  Council, 
in  an  effort  to  Increase  the  linen  earn- 
ing* voted  to  reduce  th*»Jare  to  five 
cents  with  a  two-cent  cash  or  1  «* 
c*nt  token  charge  for  transfer.  In  the 
vain  hope  that  many  addlt  lonnl  pas- 
senger* would  be  attracted.  This 
WtU  don*  In  the  fare  of  ■  report  from 
George  F.  Ruseell.  Superintendent  nf 
Public  Utilities,  that  such  a  plan 
probabl*  would  mean  a  net  monthly 
operating  las*  of  1129.227,  a  loss  of 
I1.6S0.700  per  >**r. 

"Constant  *ffort*  have  been  made 
by  persons  Interested  In  decreasing 
the  car  fare  to  take  the  deficit  out  of 
the  general  tax  fund  of  the  city,  but 
thl*  has  been  successfully  resisted  by 
the  taxpayer. 

"Even  under  such  capable  and 
practically  r*on -pollt  leal  manage- 
ment as  that  of  Benafor  Couzen*.  th* 
Detroit  system  has  been  unable  to  re- 
duce far**  under  those  charged  by  It* 
former  private  management*,  and  ha* 
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ought  to  enable  thla  municipally 
operated  road  to  grant  a  lower  fare 
are  as  follows: 

Through  greatly  reduced  fixed 
charges,  because  the  company  waa 
forced  to  sell  Ha  city  lines  for  922.- 
260.000.  which  waa  actually  $9,260,- 
000  lea*  than  waa  offered  for  the 
same  property  In  1»1».  Capitalised 
even  at  five  per  cent  which  would 
show  a  saving  of  $462,600  per  year. 

Through  the  possible  nsalatance  of 
all  city  machinery  and  departments 
in  the  operation  of  the  road. 

Through  the  gradual  elimination  of 
Jitney  competition,  which  was  not 
restricted,  but  rather  encouraged, 
during  private  operation. 

Through  the  extenalve  use  of  the 
one-man  cars  under  operation,  which 
cars  the  city  Itself  did  not  permit 
private  management  to  operate. 

"Despite  the  fact  that  the  Ban 
Francisco  Municipal  Line  operate* 
operates  chiefly  on  the  two  principal 
streets  of  that  city;  carries  only  the 
cream  of  the  traffic,  and  serves  little 
outlying  territory,  the  official  muni- 
cipal report  for  the  year  ended  June 
30.  1922,  shows  that  when  proper  al- 
lowances for  taxes  and  other  Im- 
posts charged  private  companies  are 
made,  the  line  had  a  deficit  of  $190,- 
866  between  July  1.  1921.  and  June 
30.  1922.  Tho  report  also  show* 
that  by  absolving  the  munlc- 
psl  line  from  taxes  proper- 
ly chargeable  to  It.  a  'book- 
Keeping'  profit  of  $66,669  was  made; 
but  everyone  knows  that  bookkeep- 
ing cannot  pay  taxes.  Somebody  has 
to  pay  the  taxes  which  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  line  Is  not  paying.  It 
Is  only  fair  to  state,  however,  that 
under  this  favorable  tax  plan,  the 
municipal  line  has  accumulated  a  re- 
serve for  depreciation  and  accidents 
which  is  comparable  with  those  set 
aside  by  well  maintained  properties 
under  private  management." 

Return  to  the  old  order  of  local 
regulation.  Mr.  Emmons  insisted, 
would  nil  managements  with  uncer- 
tainty and  immeasurably  halt  re- 
habilitation of  property.  He  also 
quoted  38  governors  as  indorsing 
state  regulation. 

STEEL  CORPORATION 
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MONTREAL.  Feb.  22. — Operating 
profits  of  the  Rritlsh  Empire  Steel 
Corporation  for  the  year  ended  De- 
cember 31  last  were  $2,917,275.  This, 
augmented  by  the  total  of  $4,000,000 
paid  to  the  corporation  by  the  Do- 
minion Government  as  balance  of 
claims  for  cancellation  of  contract* 
for  ship  plates,  provided  for  a  write- 
off of  $3,627,798;  'the  payment  of 
$1,676,906  bond  and  debenture  In- 
terest and  $344,298  on  preferred  divi- 
dends, leaving  a  surplus  for  the  year 
of  $268,273.  which,  with  the  previous 
balance,  leaves  the  corporation  with 
a  total  surplus  of  $1,024,197  as  a  re- 
sult cf  it*  operations  since  organiza- 
tion. 

President  R.  M.  Wolvln.  referring  to 
the  future  outlook,  says  that  the  pros- 
pects for  the  current  year  are  more 
favorable.  "There  la  promise  of 
greater  activity  In  the  demand  for  Iron 
and  steel,  and  already  a  number  of 
contrncta  have  been  made  for  pig 
Iron  and  various  kinds  of  steel."  he 
•a  id. 

MAKING  INCREASE 
IN  GOLD  HOI  IIINliS 
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AW  A.  l'eh.  22.— Strengthening 
of  the  Dominion  note  issue  1*  continu- 
ing. According  to  the  currency  state- 
ment of  the  currency  department 
available  today,  the  percentage  of 
gold  held  agninst  Dominion  note*  *  i 
ilio  end  of  January  was  54.7.  During 
December  the  ifold  basis  of  Dominion 
notes  went  up  from  37  lo  Oo  3  per 
cent,  and  the  same  process  was  con- 
tinued in  Januan 

The  betterment  In  the  gold  basis 
during  Jnnunry  was  due  both  to  an 
Increase  ln  the  gold  holdings  and  to 
a  decreaa*  in  the  Dominion 
notes  outstanding.  The  circula- 
tion nf  Dominion  notes  and  cur- 
rency in  January  was  $e,40.095.852.42 
a*  compared  with  $257,269,1  25.42, 
while  gold  holdings  ngalnnt  notes  ros* 
from  $1  29,432,385.80  |„  December  to 
$131.640.35« .91   In  January. 

During  January  th-r*  was  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  value  of  the  Dominion 
notes  held  against  approved  securi- 
ties under  the  Finance  Act.  At  the 
end  of  December  ihls  amounted  to 
$94,574,074.92.  but  at  the  end  of 
January  had  fallen  to  S77.S8S.S1 2.40.

Mr.  liergeaheimer  has  the  coursge 
of  his  opinions,  or  rather  the  coursge 
to  ascribe  any  opinions  he  chooses 
to  those  whom  he  neither  knows  not 
likes.  In  hla  last  (and  very  detest- 
able) novel,  "Cytherea,"  h*  *ays  that 
hla  hero's  children  are  taught  "In 
a  modified  Episcopalian  form"  the 
same  thing*  which  made  hi*  own 
childish  religion  *o  absurd.  "The  ark 
waa  still  reported  on  It*  memorable 
voyage  with  it*  providential  pair*  of 
animals  gathered  from  every  gone, 
but  there  was  a  growing  reticence 
about  Jonah."  God  Is  frequently  in- 
voked by  the  hero  to  assist  his 
amatory  excursions,  but  he  disclaims 
"that  laughable  Idea  that  Ood  had 
a  set  .,  rate  acrntlnlslng  eye,  Ilk*  the 
eye  of  a  parrot,  on  every  human 
atom"! 

What  purpose,  we  may  aak.  is 
served  by  theae  travesties  of  Christian 
doctrine?  Or.  rather.  Is  it  not  time 
to  demsnd  a  little  more  knowledge 
from  *uthor*  who  undertake  to  in- 
struct a*  well  aa  to  amuae?  It  would 
not  be  thoughr  ev,  „eat,i..  to  attrlbut* 
to  an  artist  of  the  twentieth  century 
sn  uncritical  acceptance  of  the  viewa 
of  John  Ru*kln,  or  to  repreaent  a 
Georgian  poet  a*  steeped  in  the 
metrical  theories  of  Tennyson.  But 
for  the  clergy  of  fiction  *ny  atale

art.  and  It  is  surely  not  too  much  to 
ssk  th*t*1n  theae  daya  of  attention 
to  local  color  as  much  atudy  should 
be  given  to  the  mental  apparatus  of 
th*  average  clergyman  and  the  back- 
ground of  hla  Ilfo  as  Is  ungrudgingly 
bestowed  upon  the  psychology  of  ihe 
shopkeeper  and  th*  dialect  of  the 
laboring  man.
